Year's Accident 
Tofals Listed 


Contrary to the general rule, 
there were more daytime  acci- 
dents in Ontario than there were 
at night during 1948, it was re- 
vealed today as the result of a 
traffic division analysis. 

Daytime accidents amounted to 
380, while those occurring at night 
were 166. There were 502 arrest- 
ed for drunk driving during the 
last year, according to the re- 
port. 

Male drivers involved in acci- 
dents amounted to 891, while there 
were 166 female drivers involved. 
Thirty scooters and bicycles were 
in accidents during the same per- 
iod, presumably with young peo- 
ple riding them. 

There were 3,052 traffic cita- 
tions issued, showing a 9.8 per- 
cent decrease since 1947; while 
11,858 citations were issued for 
parking violations, a decrease of 
16.7 percent since 1947. 

More non-injury accidents took 
place during the year just past 
than in the year previous, the an- 
alysis reveals. 12.7 percent in- 
crease in such accidents is shown 
by figures of the report. There

Mitchum Guilty 
‘On Dope Charge 


LOS ANGELES (#) — Robert 
Mitchum, idol of the bobby-sox- 
ers, Was convicted today of con- 
spiracy to possess marijuana in @ 
45-minute trial in Superior court. 

The end came with sudden- 
ness, as the result of a surprising 
maneuver by cagy Jerry Giesler, 
Mitchum’s attorney. 

When the trial opened today, 
Giesler waived a jury trial on the 
conspiracy count only, and agreed 
to submit the case solely on the 
transcript of earlier testimony be- 
fore the grand jury. 

A deputy district attorney read 
the grand jury testimony, both 
prosecution and defense announc- 
ed they had no witnesses to call, 
and Superior Judge Clement D. 

“Guilty as charged.” 

Convicted with the 31-year-old 
Mitchum were two co-defendants, 
actress Lila Leeds, 25, and Robin 
Ford, 31, a real estate salesman. 
Their cases likewise had been sub- 
mitted. 

Giesler had no explanation for
